moming from his late residence, No. 12 East
Twenty-third street. As early as 7 o'clock
the orowd began to assemble iu the neighbor-
heod and by 1 o'clock Twenty-third street,
from Fifth o Bixth aventes, presented the
appestance of a vast army sawayiog lo and
tro, The street was densely packed with
womeén, men, and children, As mwany as
twenty.five thonsand were present.

The honso was completely filled by the
telntives and friends of the deceased. All
appeared stricken with grief. and many were

At 7 o'clock this morning. according to the

enstom of the Hebrews, which is observed

pon all, the poor as well as the rich, the |

body wes washed and shronded by the mem.
Lers of the Boeiety Hebrah Hesed be Amet,
which is uitached to the congregation of the
Nineteenih street synagogue, of which Henry
5, Allen is President and Jonas M. Phillips
Viec-President, who performed the ceremony,
The family now took thewr last look and fure-
well, and the body was placed in the coffin
and serewed down, and the clothes of the
[amily were rent., The coffin was a plain
rosewood one, with no ornaments or plate, as
ig the Hebrew custom. ‘I'he body and face
were vory well preserved and natural, the
eyes were somewhat discolored, and the
motith hirmly eompressed, and a look of agony
was evident.

The coffin was placed in the front parlor
nd covered with a black cloth; at the head
and foot candles were burning and flowers
were placed around. At 10 o'clock the pall-
